Exemption from the Draft.
| Those who are liable to draft, and prefer
'to ba exempt, sho’d lose no time in attend-
\ing to the matter. By a recent circular is-
sued from the Provost Marshal General's
Bureau, it is stated that all who claim ex-
emption on account of any of the canses
specified in the amended enrolment act may
now present their claims to the Boards of
Euarolment, and have them decided. Any

enrolled person may therefore know at once
whether he must furnish a substitute or be

liable to be sent himself to the field.—
Claims to exemption may be made for the
following causes:

1st. Alienage.

24. Non-residence.

3d. Over age.

4th. Permanent physical disability, of
such degree as to render the person not a
preper subject for enrolment ander the law
and regulations.

5th. Having served two years in the
military er naval service of the United
States during the presant war, which is
recognized as having commenced April
15th, 1361.

It will be much better for those inteud-
ing to present claims to exemption, to do so
now, while the Boards of Enrolment are
comparatively st leisure to attend to them,
If delayed until & draft, there will be a
press of businsss before the Boards, and
unavoidably & loss of time and perplexity to
claimants.

"  PRESIDENT.

He Galls for flvo Hundred Thousand
Volunteers for_ One Year.

& BEirt Brorolid.

Wasreas, by the act approved July 5,
1864, entitled “*An act further to regulate
and provile for the enrolling and calling
out the national. forces sand for other
purposes,” it is provided that “The Presi-
dent of the United States may, at kis
discretion, at any time hereafter, call for
any number of men as volunteers for the
respective terms of one, two or three years
for the military sarvice, and that in case
the quota, or any part thereof, of any
town, township, ward of a city, precinet,
or election district, or of a county not so
subdivided, shall not be fillel within the
space of filty days after such call, then the
President shall immediately order a draft
for one year to fill such quota, or any part
thereof, which may be unfilled;’” and

Whuereas, The new enrollment here-
tofore ordered is so far completed as that
the aforementioned act of Congress may
now be put in operation for recruiting and
keeping up the strength of the armies in
the field for garrison and such military
operations as may be required for the
purpose of suppressing the rebellion, and
restoring the aathority of the United
States in the insurgent States:

Now, therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln,
President of the United States, do issve
this my call for FIVE HUNDRED
THOUSAND VOLUNTEERS, for the
military service; provided, nevertheless,
that all creldits which may be established
under section eight of the aforesaid act, on
account of persons who have entered the
naval service during the present rebellion,
and by credits for men furnished to the
military service in excess of ealls heretofore
made for volunteers, will be accepted
under this call, for one, two, or three
years, as they may select, and will be
entitled to the bonnty provided by laas,
for the period of service for which they
enlist; and I hereby proclaim, order and
direct that immediately after the 5th day
of September, 1564, being filty days from
the date of this call, a draft for troops to
serve for one year shall be held in every
town, township, ward of a city, preciet,
election district, or acounty not so subdi-
vided, to fill the quota which shall be
assigned to it under this call, or any part
thereof, which may be nnfilled by volun-
teers on the said Sth day of September,
1864.

In testimony whereof 1 kave bereunto
set my hand and caunsed the seal of the
United States to be affixed.

Doue at the City of Washiogton this
eighteenth day of July, in the year of our
Lord one thons=and eight hnndred and
sixty fonr, and of the independence of the
United States the eighty-ninth.
